WORLD HAPPENINGS 


BRIEFLY TOLD 


The Alberta Liberal .convention, 
scheduled for June 16 to 18, has been 
postponed until October. 

In a new effort to fill in the gaps 
between governmental income and 
outgo, the U.S. Senate voted an- 
other increase in income taxes. 


The United States senate has voted 
to put a 100 per cent. tax on incomes 
earned through violations of state or 
federal laws. 

Calgary, Alberta, was selected as 
the 1933 convention city of the 
United Commercial Travellers, juris- 
diction of Washington, Oregon, and 
British Columbia. 

Figures tabled in the House of 
Commons, London, England, show mi- 
gration between Great Britain and 
the Dominions was reversed for 1931, 
Australia sending most back. 


Creation of a national library and 
museum was urged by Sir Robert 
Falconer, retired president of the 
University of Toronto, speaking at 
Ottawa before the Royal Society of 
Canada. 

Viscount Hailsham, secretary of 
state for war in the British National 
Government, will represent the Bri- 
tish bar at the annual meeting of the 
Canadian Bar Association at Calgary, 
in August. 

Argentina, although eager to pro- 
tect its meat, grain and wool mar- 
kets in Great Britain, is unlikely to 
send an observer to the Imperial 
Economic Conference at Ottawa in 
July. 

A warning that only immediate aid 
to Austria would avert a transfer 
moratorium on its foreign obligations 
was delivered to a financial commis- 
sion of the League of Nations meet- 
ing in Paris, France. 

Total Chinese casualties of 4,274 
troops killed in the Shanghai warfare 
with Japanese were announced by 
the Nanking military headquarters, 
The announcement said 214 officers, 
and 4,060 men were killed, 677 offi- 
cers and 1,153 men were wounded. 

Dr. R. C. Wallace, president of the 
University of Alberta, was elected 
president of the National Conference 
of Canadian Universities. The term 
will be for two years. Dr. Wallace 
is also president of the Association 
of Canadian Clubs. 


Preparing For Conference 

Preparations for the Imperial Econ. 
omic Conference are going forward. 
A sub-committee of the Dominion 
cabinet and four committees made 
up largely of departmental experts, 
have been constituted to arrange for 
the empire meeting.

Canada’s Silver Production 


British Columbia Contributes Largest 
Amount To Canada’s Total 
Output ' 

The Canadian silver production 1! 
1931 was approximately 2014 million 
ounces, or 10.5 per cent. of the world’s 
computed production of 196 million 
ounces, Canada has for many years 
ranked third amongst the silver-pro- 
ducing countries of the world, being 
| exceeded by Mexico and the United 
States, the former contributing about 
42 per cent. and the latter about 22 
| per cent, annually to the world's to- 
tal production. 

The silver mines of Cobalt and ad- 
joining areas in northern Ontario 
were for many years the principal 
source of the Canadian production, 
but their output in recent.years has 
shown a gradual decline, 

Important contributions to Can- 
ada’s silver production are now being 
made by mines in the Noranda dis- 
trict of the Province of Quebec and 


*/in the Flin Flon district of the Prov- 


ince of Manitoba. The Yukon Terri- 
tory has for several years been pro- 
ducing annually about four million 
ounces of silver, derived from the ar- 
gentiferous lead ores of the Mayo 
district. 

British Columbia is now the leading 
silver-producing province in the Do- 
minion, having contributed about 39 
per cent. of the total production in 
1931. The silver is obtained mainly 
as a by-product in the treatment of 
the lead-zinc ores from the well- 
known mine at Kimberley. 


Starts Record Bureau 
Farm Organizations 


Survey Covers the Whole Of the 
Dominion Of Canada 

A Central Bureau of Records of 
Farmers’ Business Organizations is 
being established in Ottawa by the 
Economics Branch of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. The im- 
mediate aim of the Branch is to build 
up a statistical record of the number 
and location of such organizations, to 
ascertain the number of farmers mar- 
keting their products co-operatively 
and to obtain reliable information on 
the volume of business handled in 
this way. 

This survey of farmers’ organiza- 
tions covers the whole of the Domin- 
fon of Canada. For a number of 
years the Department of Labour has 
collected and published information 
concerning the activities of co-opera- 
tive organizations. By mutual agree- 
ment the Economics Branch is now 
the collecting agency. The Provincial 
Governments are also co-operating in 
this work in variouus ways in order 
that duplication of effort may be 
minimized. 

With these records as a basis for 
study the Branch will be in a position 
to make an analysis of the organiza- 
tion and financial structure of the 
various co-operatives which will be 
available to those interested in their 
development. The Branch will thus 
provide a directory and will become 
@ consulting agency for farmers’ busi- 
ness organizations. 


India Needs Firm Hand 


Country Is Not Yet Ready For Home 
Rule 


Hindu-Moslem riots in Bombay, 
which in three days numbered 60 
dead and 700 injured, are on a small 
scale, a sample of the disorders which 
might be expected to become more 
general if India were at present ac- 
corded the home rule for which the 
Nationalists clamor. Without the 
firm hand of British rule, the violent- 
ly antipathetic religious and racial 
elements would make India a sham- 
bles. 

The police have been criticized for 
delay in quelling the riots. Possibly 
if they had met the situation more 
vigorously in its earlier stages they 
would have been criticized for using 
unnecessarily harsh methods, Their 
only recourse is to meet violence with 
force and to carry on in their difficult 
task of impressing upon fanatics the 
idea that there is a governing au- 
thority which will not tolerate mur- 
der and looting.

Speed Of Aeroplane 


Man Can Now Travel By ’Plane 
Faster Than a Bullet 

Man is able to travel today with 

the speed of a bullet. When Flight 


Lieutenant Stainforth of the British | - 


navy, winner of the 1931 Schneider 
trophy race, made a speed for the 
first lap of 416.2 miles an hour, he 
actually went faster than the maxi- 
mum speed of a bullet from a British 
service revolver. 

This bullet has a muzzle velocity 
of 600 feet a second, or 409.09 miles 
an hour. Therefore, if a revolver 
were fired just as the flyer passed, 
in theory the bullet might be ex- 
pected to travel along beside the 
ship, and the flyer might feel safe 
in reaching out and touching it, or 
even putting it in his pocket while 
it was still proceeding at full speed. 

The flyer’s speed might also be said 
to have been faster than the average 
speed of a Springfield rifle bullet, 
says Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
Such a missile leaves the muzzle at 
2,653 feet a second, equal to 1,808.9 
miles an hour, and its average speed 
over its effective range of 1,000 yards 
{is 1,270 miles an hour. However, after 
the bullet has covered its effective 
range, it floats on and on, until, slow- 
ed down by air resistance, it drops to 
the ground spent, At the end of its 
flight, it has very little speed, and if 
the average is taken, it is found to 
be less than for the ‘plane at top 
speed. The bullet would win, how- 
ever, if the ’plane’s speed were aver- 
aged in the same way.

Information To Farmers 
Re Credit Extensions 


Saskatchewan Government Provides 
For Temporary Curtailment Of 
Remedies In View Of Conditions 


The following information is pub- 
lished by the authority of the Hon. 
W. C. Buckle, Minister of Agriculture 
of the Government of the Province of 
Saskatchewan. 


Taxes: Title to land sold for taxes 
will not be issued until June 15th, 
1932, unless the municipality or coun- 
cil has exempted the land from the 
provision of the Act passed for the 
protection of land owners. Under 
the new Act authorizing the post- 
ponement of Issue of Certificate of 
Title to Land sold for Taxes, any 
owner of land lying within a munici- 
pality sold for taxes in 1929, or in 
any abet J year, in respect of 
which a certificate of title has not 
been issued, may make perineal to 
the council of the municipality with- 
in which the land lies for a certificate 
postponing the issue of certificate of 
title to the land until the thirtieth 
day of November, 1932. If the council 
fails or refuses to grant the applica- 
tion and to issue the certificate of 
postponement, the owner may apply 
to a judge of the district court for 
the required certificate, and the deci- 
sion of the judge in the matter shall 
be final, If you are unable to take 
an appeal before a Judge of the Dis- 
trict Court, you may ask the Debt 
Adjustment Commissioner for assist- 
ance. 

If your land has been sold for taxes 
in the year 1929, or any preceding 
year, you are advised to consult the 
Secretary-Treasurer of your Rural 
Municipality, or Council, without de- 
lay, because after June 15th, if a cer- 
tificate is not issued to you, title to 
your land may pass to the purchaser 
of the tax sale certificate,

4. Four oxen, horses or mules, or 
any four of them, six cows, six sheep, 
four pigs, and fifty domestic fowls 
besides the animals the execution 
debtor may have chosen to keep for 
food purposes, and food for the same 
for the months of November, Decem- 
ber, January, February, March and 
April, or for such of these months or 
portions thereof as may follow the 
date of seizure provided such seizure 
be made between the first day of 
August and the thirtieth day of April 
next ensuing. 

5. The harness necessary for four 
animals, one wagon or two carts, one 
mower or cradle and scythe, one 
breaking plough, one cross plough, 
one set of harrows, one horse rake, 
one sewing ‘machine, one reaper or 


seed drill, 

6. The books of a professional 
man, 

7. The tools and necessary imple- 
ments to the extent of two hundred 
dollars used by the execution debtor 
iB the practice of his trade or profes- 
sion, 

8. Seed grain sufficient to sow all 
his land under cultivation not exceed- 
ing one hundred and sixty acres, at 
the rate of two bushels per acre, de- 
fendant to have choice of seed and 
fourteen bushels of ‘potatoes for 
planting, 

9. The homestead, provided the 
same be not more than one hundred 
and sixty acres; in case it be more 
the surplus may be sold subject to 
any lien or encumbrance thereon. 

10. The house and buildings occu- 
pied by the execution debtor and also 
the lot or lots on which the same are 
situated according to the registered 
plan of the same, to the extent of 
three thousand dollars, 

In the event of a chattel mortgage 
having been given covering horses, 
machinery, etc.,, the debtor is still 
protected under the Exemptions Act 
for the chattels mentioned above.

provide for the temporary curtail- 
ment of remedies for the enforce- 
ment of payment of certain debts and 
therefore enacted the Debt Adjust- 
ment Act, 1932, This Act extends 
protection to residents of the province 
who are actual residents of and per- 
sonally bona fide engaged in, or the 
principal part of whose income is de- 
rived from farming operations in the 
province, or urban residents who own 
their residence, or who are purchas- 
ers of their residence under an agree- 
ment for sale, or who are retail mer- 
chants and includes the executors or 
administrators of deceased residents 
if the beneficiaries or any of them are 
resident of the province, 

This Act is for the purpose of as- 
sisting debtors who are having diffi- 
culties with their creditors. The 
Commissioner, who administers the 
Act, endeavours to settle such diffi- 
culties but in the event of it being im- 
possible to arrive at an amicable set- 
tlement, the Commissioner is author- 
ized to issue a certificate which would 
stop any“legal action brought by the 
creditor leading to the seizure of 
chattels under chattel mortgage, fore- 
closure uf mortgages, and cancella- 
tion of agreements for sale, also re- 
possession of articles bought under 
conditional sale agreements and lien 
notes. The Act, however, does not 
apply to actions which have been de- 
cided before the case is referred to 
the Debt Adjustment Commissioner. 
It does, however, apply to foreclosure 
actions, cancellation of agreements 
for sale, etc., where final order has 
not been issued by the courts. 

In the event of a certificate being 
issued, the resident must comply with 
the Commissioner’s directions as to 
the disposition of his property. 

The Commissioner of the Debt Ad- 
justment Act is authorized to act as 
Custodian and Trustee under the 
Bankruptcy Act and if any farmer is 
80 badly involved that there are no 
prospects of his being able to pay his 
debts, then the Conrmissioner can ar- 
range for bankruptcy proceedings. 
The farmer is required to make a 
deposit of an amount which will take 
care of the cash disbursements, but 
no fees are charged for services of 
the Department. 


The rights of mortgagees under 
crop leases are also restricted this 
year in that no lease shall affect more 
than one-third of the crop unless the 
mortgagee has purchased the seed 
and pays the cost of threshing and a 
share of the cost of binder twine pro- 
portionate to the share of the crop to 
which he is entitled under the mort- 
gage, A farmer who is a lessee, pur- 
chaser or mortgagor under any lease, 
agreement of sale or mortgage, may 
in the year 1932, out of the share of 
the crop belonging to the lessor, ven- 
dor or mortgagee, pay one year's 
taxes upon the land on which the crop 
is grown, and, in such case, upon pro- 
duction of the receipt of the munici- 
pality for such payment, the lessor, 
vendor or mortgagee shall be entitled 
only to his one-third share of the 
crop less the amount shown upon such 
receipt, 

Seizures under any lien agreement, 
or conditional sale agreement under 
the Farm Implements Act, or the 
Conditional Sales Act, must be made 
by the sheriff of the judicial district 
within which the seizure is to be 
made, or under his direction. Gener- 
ally, this applies to articles bought on 
the time payment plan such as farm 
machinery, automobiles, washing 
machines, cream separators, horses 
and cattle. 

The vendor's right to recovery of 
unpaid purchase money on articles 
sold after April 18th, 1932, on credit, 
or partly for cash and partly on cre- 
dit, and if the vendor has a lien there- 
on, is restricted to his lien upon 
the articles sold and his right of re- 
possession of such articles unless in 
the case of sale of land with chattels 
upon an entire consideration. In other 
words, if you buy a plow on the time 
payment plan and cannot meet the 

ayments, the vendor can repossess 

e plow, but cannot take action 
against you for the unpaid balance, 

The Debt Adjustment Act does not 
afford protection to urban dwellers 
who live in rented houses or apart- 
ments. 

Information regarding the rights 
and remedies of debtors will be 
cheerfully given by Commissioner, 
Debt Adjustment Act, Regina.

Disabilities Of Government . 


Administrations Face Great , Difficul- 
tles Under Economic Stress 


There was a time, not long ago, 
when democratic governments faced 
simple issues, So long as the problenis | 
before electorates had to do mainly 
with extension of the suffrage, with 
the removal of religious disabilities 
and with the breakdown of inherited 
privilege, the voter was confronted 
with a limited number of straightfor- 
ward questions, to which, by marking 
his ballot appropriately, he replied | 
with a plain “yes” or “no.” The ques- | 
tions themselves were within his com- 
prehension; his answers could, with 
no great difficulty, be translated into 
law. 

Today this is no longer so. The 
most important questions, which gov- 
ernments and the peoples who sup- 
port them now face, are not political | 
but economic. They are concerned, | 
not with the suffrage, but with the | 
direction of industry; not with relig- | 
fous disabilities, but with the gold | 
standard; not with inherited privilege, | 
but with restrictions upon the free- | 
dom of trade. Anything that {s done | 
with reference to these problems in- | 
volves intricate and detailed questions 
of administration. Whatever decisions | 
are made and carried out, the re- 
actions to them are complex and af- | 
fect every detail of the national life. 
The most important consequences of | 
any policy may well prove to be, not | 
those that were foreseen by the fram- | 
ers of policy but those that were un- 
expected. 

The successful working of demo- 
cratic institutions is thus infinitely | 
more difficult at present, alike for the 
voters and their representatives, than | 
at any time since democratic govern- 
ment began. A system that function- 
ed with comparative ease and smooth- 
ness in the 19th century, now func- | 
tions under great strain in the 20th. | 
In a number of western countries, | 
young and old, in Europe and else- 
where, democracy has been succeed- | 
ed by dictatorship. Democratic insti- | 
tutions are still intact in many coun- | 
tries, But even in certain of these, | 
it is becoming increasingly clear that | 
legislative machinery, designed for 
the formulation of public opinion in| 
normal times on issues not of an 
emergency character, gives insuffi- 
cient scope to leadership in a great} 
economic crisis—‘Monthly Review,” |

industry, or in the alternative, pro- 
visions to offset the effects of same.
